ALLIES TO PASS 
TWO DYE CARGOES 


Shipments From Germany Will 
Be Allowed to Proceed to 
U. S. From Rotterdam. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—Arrange- 
ments have been completed for the ship- 
ment to America of two cargoes of Ger- 
man dyestuffs which were paid for by 
‘tthe American importers before March -1 
and are now at Rotterdam. 

March 1 was the date that the em- 
bargo on shipments from Germany, de- 
clared by England, became effective. 

This information was conveyed to the 
State Department today by the British 
Embaasy. The cargoes in question are 
on the steamers Guantanamo and City 
of Savannah. According to the atrange- 
mient, the cargoes will not be interfered 
with by the allied fleet, provided they 
are under a neutral flag and consigned 
to Secretary Redfield of the Department 
of Commerce, for the direct use of the 
consumers. The arrangement is under- 
stood to have been effected directly with 
the British Government by the repre- 
sentative in London of the American 
textile manufacturers, and no provision 
is made for the supply of dyestuffs to 
the regular dealers in this country. It is 
stated at the British Embassy that there 
has been no objection to the shipment of 
dyestuffs under the conditions an- 
nounced today, and the delay in moving 
the cargoes was said to be attributable 
to the difficulty in establishing the facts.

B. 6. STEVENS JR 
FREED; INDICTMENT 
OMITS WORD "DID" 


Clayton Judge Orders Acquittal 
on Fraud Charge; Three Other 
True Bills Pending. 


PRECEDENTS ~ ARE CITED 


Other Judges Ruled Word Was 
Essential; Supreme Court’s 
“The” Decision Recalled. 


Because the word “did” was omit- 
ted from the typewritten indictment 
charging Beverly C. Stevens Jr. with 
fraud, Judge McElhinney, in the 
Clayton Circuit Court this morning, 
ordered a jury to acquit Stevens. The 
jury obeyed the order. Three other 
indictments are pending against 
Stevens. 

Stevens is a real estate agent and 
a colonel on Gov. Major’s staff. He 
is the nephew of Beverly C. Stevens 
Sr., Clayton realty dealer against 
whom 10 indictments charging fraud 
have been returned. The elder Stev- 
ens obtained a change of venue, and 
some of the indictmnts agairst him 
have been transferred to the St. 
Louis Circuit Court, others to ad- 
joining, county seats. 

Where Omission Occurred. 

The omission of the word ‘“did’’ oc- 
curred in the one remaining count of the 
younger Stevens’ indictment, charging 
fraud, the other two counts, charging 
grand larceny, having been stricken out 
yesterday. 

As it read in the defective indictment, 
the paragraph was as follows: 

“The defendant, Beverly C. Stevens 
Jr., on the 22d day of July, 1914, feloni- 
ously, designedly, knowingly and fraud- 
ulently, with intent then and there to 
cheat and defraud one George H. Reich- 
ard, (did) falsely and fraudulently 
represent, pretend and state to the 
said George H. Reichard that a cer- 
tain deed of trust * * * was a 
first deed of trust.” 

The omission of the word ‘‘did”’ was 
before the word “falsely.’’ Judge Mc- 
Elhinney’s attention was first called to 
the omission in a demurrer offered yes- 
terday by Stevens’ lawyer, Julius R. 
Nolte, but the Judge did not at first con- 
sider it sufficient ground for sustaining 
the demurrer. 


Hears Further Argument. 

“Three or four years ago,” said 
Judge McElhinney, in his first state- 
ment from the bench on this point, 
“the Court would have sustained a de- 
murrer on this ground. But lately the 
Supreme Court has allowed more lat1- 
tude in the matter of technical, or 
rather stenographic, errors.’”’ He added 
that he was ready to hear further ar- 
guments on this point, however. 
This morning, Judge McElhinney, in 
announcing. his decision, said that he 
was following the rule laid down by 
the Supreme Court, which had held 
that the word ‘did’’ was essential in 
a criminal indictment. Without this 
word, he said, no definite past offense 
was alleged. He did not refer to his 
statement of yesterday, as to the Su- 
preme Court’s changed attitude toward 
such errors. 


It was learned from the attorneys 
that the decision on which Judge Mc- 
Elhinney based his judgment was ren- 
dered by Judge Sherwood in 1901, in a 
case against one Hagan, charged with 
murder, and that a writ of error in 
the Hagan case was sustained, because 
of the omission of ‘‘did” from the in- 
dictment. 

Precedents Had Been Cited, 
Judge Sherwood, in his 1901 decision, 
cited previous cases of the same. kind, 
ene in a’ Missouri fraud case, ohne from 
the Texas records, and cited also 
Whart’s volume on “Criminal Pleading,’ 
a standard law work, which declared 
that the word ‘‘did’’ was essential in an 
indictment.

TYPIST TOTESTIFY 
IO LOSS OF $2000 
IN FREDERICK DEAL 


Anna D. Polanek Awaits Call to 
Appear Before Grand Jury, 
Her Lawyer Says. 


TRANSACTION IN 1912 


Signature to Deed of Trust That 
Was Renewed Once Believed 
to Have Been Forged. 


Lambert E. Walther, counsel for Anna 
D. Polanek, a stenographer, who lived 
at 5859A Cote Brilliante avenue when 
she had dealings with A. H. Frederick, 
said today when seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that Méés Polenek was 
now awaiting a call to go before the 
grand jury and tell how she was swin- 
dled out of $2000 by means of a forged 
deed of trust for $2300 upon which Fred- 
erick told her $200 had been paid before 
she was given the paper. 

The lawyer said that Miss Polanek 
had loaned $2000 through Frederick in 
1908 upon some property and the deed of 
trust was properly taken up. When the 
loan was paid she asked Frederick if 
she could not reinvest the money 
through another deed of trust. After 
a few days he called her to his office 
and said he had a deed of trust for $2300 
given by Ester Ellis upon property at 
8732 Cook avenue. 

He told her $20 had been paid upon 
the original note which was made out 
to W. E. Dearth, an employe in Fred- 
erick’s office. She invested $2000 and was 
given a three-year 8 per cent note, dated 
Nov. 12, 1910. When this note was re- 
ceived she also received an alleged deed 
of trust from Frederick upon which the 
lawyer said it is most evident that the 
name of Ester Ellis- was forged and an 
imitation of the filing stamp of the Re- 
corder’s cffice placed upon the outside. 

In November, 1913, when the note ex- 
pired, she consented to a three years 
renewal and was also given six interest 
notes for $0 each. These notes were 
made out to Frederick and endorsed to 
her. Investigation now shows that a 
legitimate deed of trust to the Cook ave- 
nue property had been given by Ester 
Ellis to Charles Woodall of Whitehall, 
Ill. This was released by Frederick per- 
sonally in 1912, about one year before 
Miss Polanek was induced to renew the 


deed of trust. 

The lawyer said that Miss. Polanek, 
after agreeing to an extension of the 
note, received insurance policies through 
Frederick’s office upon the property 
upon which he knew Miss Polanek no 
longer had any legal claim. The lawyer 
said that the writing of Frederick upon 


last year, resembles in detail the signa- 
ture of Ester Ellis upon the fraudulant 
deed of trust. 


LARGE WAR MATERIAL ORDERS

Na- 
tional Bank in June, 1910, and allowed to 
remain unexposed, after he had made 


restitution, at least 12 persons have been 
victimized for a minimum aggregate of 
$31,000. 
One of these is a widow who has prob- 
ably Jost her life’s savings. Arfother is 
an invalid woman who had relied upon 
her Frederick investments to protect her 
declining years. Each intrusted him with 
her money in good faith. . Neither, of 
course, had any way of knowing about 
the crooked deals around which the 
bank had thrown the cloak of secrecy. 
How much of the $31,000 and more will 
be totally lost it is impossible to ascer- 
tain. One holder of bad paper, the Night 
and Day: Bank, had. means of forcing 
protection upon its investment and made 
use of them when it was yet time. The 
others, for the most part, have no re- 
course except in civil action against 
Frederick. How many other persons 
may hold bad paper or how great the 
aggregate sum probably will not be 
known for some time. 

Forged Duplicate Deed. 
The Mechanics-American transaction 
took place in June, 1910. It was less 
than a month after that when a Fred- 
erick deed of trust. was formally re- 
leased, only to serve as a duplicate for 
another transaction. This affair came 
to light in the present investigation, 
when an unidentified holder who had 
invested $2500 in the forged duplicate, 
visited the Recorder’s office to inquire 
about it. 
The original deed was made by O. H. 
P. Grundon and wife to A. H. Frederick 
as trustee and W. W. Niehaus as third 
party. It covered the property at 1739 
Marcus avenue and was marked released 
on the records, July 14, 1910. 
Another deed, officially released on 
the records, but used as the basis of 
another fraudulent transaction, was in 
existence at the time of the Mechanics- 
American affair, figuring in the records 
again only three months later. This 
was a deed for $2300 held by the trustees 
of a fraternal lodge. It was made by 
the Jessie Morris Realty and Investment 
Co., with Morris Fernich, a Frederick 
employe, as trustee, and W. E. Dearth. 
then another Frederick employe as third 
party. It covered property at 2153 Ben- 
jamin street. The document held by 
the lodge is pronounced a forged dupli- 
cate ot the original.

The Post-Dispatch is able today to 
tell the inside story of how Freder- 
ick perpetrated a forgery on the 
Med¢hanics-American Bank in 1910. 

Mechanics-American Deal. 

Here are the facts in the bank deal, 
rumore of which, circulated a few days 
before the @ection of April 6, brought 
about the downfall of Frederick. 


Frederick, in June, 1910, was a borrow- 
er from the Mechanics-American Bank 


to the extent of $6871. He pledged as 
collateral security three deeds or trust, 
one being for $3500. 

About June 30, 1910, William F. Switz 
ler, manager of the credit department 
of the bank, saw an item in the Daily| 
Record stating that some of the lots 
covered by the $3500 deed of trust which 
the bank held as collateral had been 
released on the Recorder’s books. 

The release of the deed of trust of 
course impaired the security which the 
bank held, and in order to effect the 
release it was necessary for Frederick 
to present forged notes similar to those 
described in the deed of trust to th Re- 
corder for cancellation. 

Frederick Given 24 Hours to Make 
Geod, 

The bank investigated the records of 
the Recorder’s office and verified the re- 
lease. It then made a demand upon 
Frederick for the payment of the loan 
within 24 hours, and directed him to 
withdraw his account from the bank. 

Walker Hill, president of the bank, 
who refused to disclose the facts in the 
Frederick deal before the election, told 
Circuit Attorney Harvey that he had no 
personal knowledge of the transaction 
when it occurred, and that the first he 
heard of it was about three weeks ago. 

He said the matter was handled for 
the bank by L. A. Battaile, who in 1910 
was cashier of the bank. He is now liv- 
ing in Warrenton, Va. 

Hill is said to have been pressed.by 
the grand jurors for an explanation of 
why he did not prosecute Frederick at 
the time of the transaction, as the re- 
lease of the deed of trust by forged 
notes constituted a clear case of felony. 
It is understood that Hill pleaded entire 
ignorance of the facts and shifted the 
responsibility upon his former cashier. 

Repeated efforts were made by the 
Post-Dispatch, the Municipal Voters’ 
League and other interested parties, to 
obtain the facts from Hill before the 
election, so that the voters might be in- 
formed of Frederick's crooked dealing. 

Hill refused on the ground that it was 
a closed incident and that he could not 
discuss the affairs of a client of the 
bank.

SCHMOLL TELLS 
WHAT fit KNEW OF

Says Attorney Webster Didn’t 
Give Him Whole Story of 
Day and Night Bank Case. 


Chairman Schmoll of the Republican 
City Committee made a public state- 
ment before he entered the grand jury 
room this afternoon as to the extent 
t which he knew of Frederick's fraud- 
utent transactions in advance of the al- 
dermanic election of April 6. 

Schmoll said that, several days be- 
fore the election, he was told that Fred- 


loan he had obtained on a deed of trust 
from a woman and that a forgery had 
figured in the transaction. He decided, 
he said, that if this was true Frederick 
should be forced to withdraw as a can- 
didate. 

Schmoll said he was told of a law- 
yer who had represented the woman 
and who had forced Frederick to make 
restitution to her. He went to Henry 
Kortjohn Jr., as Kortjohn knew the 
lawyer, and, telling him of the report, 
asked him to look into it. Kortjohn, he 
said, told him the charge was false, and 
that the lawyer whom Schmoll had 
named to him d@nied that such a trans- 
action had taken place. ‘“‘That settled 
the matter so far as I was concerned,” 
said Schmoll. 

What Webster Told Him. 

Monday, April 5, the day before the 
election, Schmoll said, George B. Web- 
ster, attorney for the Night and Day 
Bank, and legal representative of the 
Republican Committee, told him that the 
bank had forced Frederick to take up 
certain collateral which he had placed 
with the bank. 

Webster, Schmoll said, told him the 
bank “feared there was some irregular- 
ity,’ and that Frederick had repaid the 
loan and taken the deeds of trust he had 
put up as security. Schmoll declared 
that Webster did not tell him the entire 
story as now known. He did not tell 
Schmoll, the latter declared, that the 
bank had found conclusive evidence of 
fraud, and had required Frederick to 
write an official resignation. 

From what Webster did tell him, 
Schmoll said, he imagined that the bank 
merely became afraid of the loan and 
called it in, as banks sometimes do 
where no criminality is involved.

The deed of trust had been made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Frederick H. Gos- 
sel of 4026A North Newstead ave- 
nue and pledged their home as secur- 
ity for a $3500 loan. The Gossels

HOW FREDERICK WORKED 
HIS SCHEMES BY FORGERY 


OW Frederick, a real estate agent of unquestioned reputation, 
could defraud an innocent investor is revealed in Frederick’s 
dealing with Mrs. Anna Weinheimer, 

Mrs. Weinheimer had a little money in 1909. Relying upon Fred- 
erick ’s supposed integrity, she asked his advice as to the best means of 
putting it to work. He told her he had a good first mortgage and ad- 
vised her to but it for $3500, which she did, 


Frederick, instead of telling the 
truth, told Mrs. Weinheimer that the 
Gossels had applied to him for a re- 
newal of their loan and asked her to 
send him the old notes and deed of 
trust. She did go. Frederick turned 
them over to Hauschulte, but before 
he did so he forged a duplicate of the 
deed. 

He sent the duplicate, along with 
forged renewal and interest notes, 
back to Mrs. Weinheimer, but he 
kept the money Hauschulte had paid 
him for himself. Mrs. Weinheimer 
did not know the difference. As Fred- 
erick subsequently paid the interest 
notes out of his own pocket as they 
came due, she did not suspect her 
new loan was not genuine. 

While he had the first deed in his 
possession, Frederick made a second 
duplicate, it is believed. This dupll- 
cate was sold to still another in- 
vestor, whose identity has not yet 
been made public.

LINCOLN'S DEATH 
70 BE OBSERVED 
AROUND WORLD 


Postoffices to Close Part of To- 
morrow; Flags at Half Staff 
by President’s Order. 


WASHINGTON, Arpil 14.—Instructions 
were being sent out from here today 
to all parts of the world where the 
United States is officially represented 
for the observance of the fiftieth an- 
niversary of tne death of Abraham 
Lincoln tomorrow. 

President Wilson had issued an ex- 
ecutive order directing that as a trib- 
ute to the memory of the martyred 
President, the day be observed by the 
closing of the executive offices of the 
United States, and that the stars and 
stripes be displayed at half staff upon 
all Federal buildings, forts, military 
posts and naval stations, American 
Embassies and Consulates, and at half 
mast upon all vessels of the United 
States. 

In addition, the owners and masters 
of all United States merchant ships 
have been requested to display the 
national flag at half mast. 

Inquiries came to the White House 
today from the heads of several depart- 
ments as to whether the executive or- 
der applied to all Federal Government 
branches throughout the country. The 
reply was that all such branches, ex- 
cept where pressing public business 
would be interfered with, must be 
closed.

EE JAPANESE WARSHIPS 
pe * RECENTLY IN TURTLE BAY 


Los Angeles Newspaper Correspon- 
dent Says Lower California Har- 
bor Was Mined. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 14.—Three 
Japanese warships, under command of 
Admiral Nakayama, with six colliers 
and supply ships, manned by about 4000 
men, were recently in Turtle Bay, Lower 
California, standing by the stranded 
Japanese cruiser Asama, according to 
a staff correspondent of the Los An- 
geles Times, who has just returned from 
an investigation. Turtle Bay is 409 
miles south of San Diego, Cal., and 
is said to be the best harbor north of 
Magdalena Bay, the west coast rendez- 

vous of the United States navy. 

No effort is being made to float the 
Asama. Japanese officers, says the cor- 
respondent, declared they were awaiting 
the arrival of a crane ship. 

The correspondent asserts Turtle Bay 
was mined by the Japanese, that am- 
munition was landed, a camp estab- 
lished and preparations made to land 
guns from the Asama. The mines were 
laid, the correspondent says he was told, 
as a precaution against a German at- 
tack. 

The warships guarding the Asama 
were the Chitose, Idzumo and Tokioba. 
When the correspondent sought to get 
close to these vessels and to visit the 
Asama he says he was arrested and 
told by Lieut. Tomasada of the Idzumo 
that it was dangerous to cruise about 
the bay and that visiting was discour- 


aged.

KINDLE ANGER IN TROOPS, 
ADVICE OF CONAN DOYLE 


He Would Arouse British Against 
‘Ecropean Red Indians Whe 
Torture Prisoners.’ 


LONDON, April 14.—8ir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, in a long letter to the Times, 
discussing charges of cruelty of the 
Germans to British prisoners, and the 
possibility of retaliation, says: 

“It is difficult to know how to act in 
the case of the European red Indians 
who torture their prisoners. It is clear 
that we cannot retaliate by spitting on, 
kicking, beating, starving or freezing 
the Germans who are in our power. All 
appeals to good feeling are unavail- 
ing, for the average German has no 
more pnderstanding of chivalry than @ 
cow has of mathematics. If there is 
no retaliation which we as @ nation can 
employ, there is at least one of action 
which might be taken; that is, to print 
Maj. Vandeleur’s accounts with the 
American official reports and such doc- 
uments as the narrative in the Dutch 
paper Thyd of the torture of three 
wounded British prisoners in a frontier 
station in October. 

“This paper should be officially sent 
not only to all neutral countries, but it 
should be circulated ameng our soldiers 
in France. No man fights the worse 
for having his soul aflame with right- 
eous anger, and it would teach our men 
also, if any of them still needs the les- 
son, that it is far better to die on the 
field than to trust to the humanity ef 
a German victor.”

Inspectors Charged Dates on 
Money Orders and Stubs 
Used in Drug Store of 
Harry S. Konetzky Did 
Not Agree—Clerk’s Mis- 
take, He Said. 


REQUEST TO RESTORE 
OFFICE WAS REFUSED 


Postoffice Action Preceded 
by Several Months a De- 
mand on Druggist by 
Surety Concern for Bal- 
ance Due Gas Company. 


It was learned today by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that Harry 8S. Ko- 
netsky, who was elected Alderman 
from the third ward at the election 
April 6, was deprived of a postoffice 
station in his drug store at 2720 
North Fifteenth street by Postmaster 
Selph March 18,'1914, after examiners 
had discovered irregularities in the 
handling of the money order business 
in the postoffice staftion__ 

The Post-Dispatch the day before 
the election and on election day pub- 
lished details of a discrepancy of 
$726.05 in Konetzky’s accounts as a 
collection agent for the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. last October. Konetzky, on 
that 


which had signed his bond, gave a 
worthless check. Later he paid the 
bonding company the amount he had 
fafied to account for to the Gas Co. 

‘There was no charge by . Govern- 
ment officers that there was an actual 
shortage in his postoffice accounts, 
but the condition of his records caused 
the examiners to advise that the sta- 
tion be removed from his store. 

Dates on Orders and Stubs Differ. 

It is known that they reported that 
Konetzky had issued a number of 
money orders, the dates of which did 
not correspond with the dates on the 
stubs of the same numbers. They re- 
ported that the dates were several 
days subsequent to the dates on the 
money orders. 

The effect of this, the examiners 
said, would be to give Konetzky the 
opportunity of “kiting’’ the orders, 
and that he would be in a position to 
use the Government’s money for sev- 
eral days, as it apparently need not 
be accounted for by him until the 
date on the stub. 

Business men of the neighborhood of 
Fifteenth street and St. Louis avenue, 
where Konetzy’s store is, not knowing 
the cause of the removal of the sta- 
tion, signed a petition to Postmaster 
Selph, urging that it be restored. They 
said that it was a convenient place for 
them to transact their postal business. 

Brogan Intercedesg for Konetzky. 

At the solicitation of these business 
men, State Senator Joseph Brogan, a 
saloon keeper in business across the 
street from the Konetzky store, visited 
the Postmaster. It is known that he 
was informed of the reason for the re- 
moval of the station. Senator Brogan 
admitted to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had visited Postmaster Selph in 
the interest of Konetzky, but said that 
he could not recall just what infor-’ 
mation had been given to him. 

Konetsky today when asked by the 

reporter about the reasons for the re- 
moval of the station, said that he be- 
lieved one of his clerks had made a 
mistake in issuing an order, and that 
his explanation of the mistake was not 
considered sufficient by the postal au- 
thorities. 
' He admitted that he went to the 
Postmaster in an effort to have the 
station restored, and that the trip was 
useless. 

Posmaster Selph said the postal teg- 
ulations would not permit him to dis- 
cuss the Konetzky case. 

Stations Help Get Trade. 

The station in Konetzky’s store was 
known as Contract Station No. 47. Such 
stations pay salaries of from $50 to $600 
per year, according to the amount of 
business done. They also are consid- 
ered valuable by druggists because of 
the persons brought into the store to 
transact postal business and who make 
other purchases. 

The Board of Aldermen, under the 
new charter, is the judge of the quali- 
fications of its members, and may by a 
three-fourths majority vote refuse to 
gzeat a member, although he was legally 
elected, if the Aldermen consider him 
disqualified by his record.

Two German, 
aeroplanes were brought down with- 
in the French lines, one near Braine 
and the other near Luneville. A third 
German machine, winged by the fire 
of French advance posts, fell near 
Ornes, north of Verdun. One of the 
aviators was hit by a bullet. 

The official statement from Ger- 
man headquarters says fighting con- 
tinues between the Meuse and Mo- 
selle. The French penetrated the 
German positions at Marcheville, but 
were driven out by counter attacks. 


AUSTRIANS BEATEN 
AT MEZOLABORCZ 


Main Crest in District Considered 
Impregnable Now in 
Russian Hands. 


LEMBERG, April 14.—In a desperate 
attack by the Russians on the right 
flank of the Austrian position at Me- 
zolaborczg, on the Hungarian side of the 
East Beskid Mountains and about fifty 
miles south of Przemysl!, the Austrians 
were forced, after a 12-hour battle, to 
make a precipitate retreat. The whole 
main crest in this district, which the 
Austrians considered to be impregnable, 
now is in Russian hands. 

The main body of the Austrian army 
then moved on Rostcka, where they 
found the Russians prepared in a strong 
defensive position, and they again were 
repulsed.

This front runs almost due east 
and west for 115 miles. Bartfeld is in 
Northern Hungary and Stry in Eastern

taneously. The shocks are resulting in 
unusually heavy casualties, with only 
a slight change in the comparative po- 
sitions of the opposing forces. 

Uzsok, near the pass of that name, re- 
mains in the possession of the Aus- 
trians, but the Russians have captured 


ne heights to the northward, coming 


within three miles of the railroad sta- 
tion, and their occupation of the town 
itself is*expected here. 

The Austrians are vigorously repeat- 
ing their efforts to penetrate from Buko- 
wina into Russian territory in the di- 
rection of Chotin. The Russians char- 
acterize the move as a device on the part 
of the Austrians for drawing Russian 
troops from the Carpathians.

RIGGS BANK CASE 


Believed Possible Its Plea Will 
Be That Courts Lack Juris- 
diction in Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Apri) i14—Louis D. 
Brandeis, special counsel for the Gov- 
ernment in the defense of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and John Skelton Williams, Comp- 


troller of the Currency, was given an 
office in the Department of Justice to- 
day and began examination of the com- 
plaint of ‘the Riggs National Bank, 
charging these officials with persecu 
tion of that institution and a conspir- 
acy to wreck it. 

Comptroller Williams said every effort 
would be made tc have the Govern- 
ment’s answer to the complaint ready 
for presentation to the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court on Friday. 
Brandeis is expected to write the an- 
swer and Jesse C. Adkins and United 
States District Attorney Laskey to aid 
in the argument in court.

urer Burke had been guilty of a system 
of persecution of it in order to ruin its 
financial standing. Comptroller Wil- 
liams, in a reply, declared that recent 
investigations had ‘disclosed irregu- 
larities and unlawful practices on the 
fart of certain officers of sufficient im- 
portance to merit their reference to the 
Department of Justice.’’ 

Comptroller Williams, in a statement 
Monday night, said Brandeis had been 
engaged some weeks ago by the De- 
partment of Justice as special counsel 
in the case. Attorney-General Gregory 
yesterday in reference to the employ- 
ment of Brandeis said: 

“That matter did not come officially 
to the attention of the Department of 
Justice until the injunction suit was 
brought, when it became the duty of 
the department to defend the case. The 
Department of Justice has not had at 
any time under consideration the pros- 
ecution of the Riggs National Bank for 
any irregularities. In saying that Mr. 
Brandeis is not acting for the Depart- 
ment of Justice at this time, I do not 
mean to say that I disapprove the ac- 
tion of Mr. Williams in employing him.”’ 

Later the Attorney-General made this 
statement: ‘‘The Department of Justice 
has employed Mr. Brandeis as special 
counsel to assist in the defense of the 
injunction process brought by the Riggs 
National Bank. Up to the filing of the 
suit the Department of Justice had not 
had before for official consideration the 
controversies between the Treasury De- 
partment and the Riggs National Bank, 
but knew in a general way that these 
existed and might result in some char- 
acter of litigation. The Department of 
Justice and the Treasury Department 
are in accord and heartily co-operating 
in this suit.’’ 


Secretary’s Action Praised. 

Washington financiers, outside the few 
who happen tec be in the good graces of 
the officials of the Riggs National Bank, 
praised the action of the Secretary of 
the Treasury and of the Comptroller of 
the Currency in throwing down the 
gauntiet to the management of this in- 
stitution, whose power and influence 
in the city of Washington have been a 
source of comment for many years past. 

Shortly after Secretary McAdoo as- 
sumed his duties as head of the Treas- 
ury Department, came the break be- 
tween the Secretary's office and the 
officials of the Riggs bank. And the 
contest has been waging with the great- 
est fury ever since. 

The bank has given out a long state- 
ment reviewing charges made by Comp- 
troller Williams. The bank’s statement 
calls attention to the announcement 
made by Comptroller Williams that in- 
vestigation of the bank had disclosed 
irregularities and that the Department 
of Justice had engaged the services of 
Louis D. Brandeis some weeks ago as 
special counsel in the case. The state- 
ment recited that at noon yesterday At- 
torney-General Gregory stated that 
Brandeis had not bean engaged by the 
Department of Justice and the state- 
ment that he had been retained was in- 
correct at. the time ‘t was made. 

The bank, in its statement, declares 
that Comptroller Williams takes credit 
to himself for the fact that it is sol- 
vent when, in fact, he caused the with- 
drawal of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars during the summer and fall of 1914 
“at a time when financial conditions 
were exceedingly uncertain in this coun- 
try because of the great war in 
Europe.” 

The statement answers Comptroller 
Williams’ charge, made in letters to the 
bank, that it loaned large sums to wom- 
en for speculative purposes, by saying 
that Washington has probably more 
women than any city of its’size in the 
world who have fortunes, and adds 
that its losses through loans to such 
clients have been neglible. 

The bank declares that Comptroller 
Williams has no foundation for the al- 
legation, also made in letters, that it hag 
tempted young men and women to ruin 
through speculation. 


Officers Quit Stock Exchange. 
“The fact is,”’ the statement says, 
“that the officers of this bank have 


son, woman or man, young or old, to 
speculate in stocks or buy stocks for 
investment, and the Comptroller’s insin- 
uation to the contrary is a gross per- 
version of the truth, of which no offi- 
cers of the Government ought to be 
guilty with respect to any matter, and 
especially the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency be guilty of it tér the purpose of 
injuring a bank in the public estima- 
tion.’’ 

The statement points out that offi- 


mYcers of the bank who held seats on the 


Washington Stock Exchange voluntarily 
wave them up in 1914 because they be- 
lieved the Federal reserve act might for- 
bid an officer of a bank acting as a 
broker on a stock exchange. It says 
iso that many bank officers and di- 
rectors have rightfully had seats on this 
exchange. The Riggs officers, it says, 
gave their earning from this source to 
the bank, although, it avers, they had 
a perfect sight to keep them. 


New York Bankers Divided in Opin- 
fon Over Riggs. Bank Controversy. 
NEW YORK, April 14.—The injunction 

proceedings brought by the Riggs Na- 
tional Bank against Secretary McAdoo 
and Comptroller Williams and the retort 
of the Comptroller were topics of discus- 
sion in the banks of this city. In the 
Wall street banks sentiment undoubted- 
ly was in favor of the bank. President 
Glover and Vice President Ailes were 
endorsed for fighting for what these 
banks considered their rights. On the 
other hand, there were bankers who 
pointed out that it was incumbent upon 
the Comptroller of the Currency to 
make his examinations most drastic, 
now that the Federal reserve act was 
in operation, and in this condition it 
was argued that the complaint filed by 
the Riggs bank did not indicate that 
the Comptroller had done more than his 
duty in pressing examinations of the in- 
stitution. 

Examinations of all banks, it was 

pointed out, have been more thorough 

under Comptroller Williams than pre- 
viously. Many New York bankers were 
displeased over the details of the exami- 


jnations and over some of the reports}. 
} regarding loans to officers, directors and 


stockholders that the Comptroller hes 
exacted.

AUSTRIAN STATESMEN PUT 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR WAR 
SQUARELY UPON RUSSIA 


VIENNA, via-The Hague, April 14— 
Confidence regarding the outcome of the| 
wer is everywhere expressed in com- 
petent Austro-Hngarian quarters, despite 
the enormous sacrifices entailed. 

The Associated Press correspondent, 
during a month’s stay in the dual mon- 
archy, had an opportunity to meet and 
talk with virtually all the leading states- 
men, including Count von Berchtold, the 
former Foreign Minister, and Count Ap- 
ponyi, the opposition leader, and found 
none who indicated the slightest Qoubt 
regarding eventual success in the strug- 

le. 

" Athinet men in authority were .un- 
willing to be quoted directly, by name, 
the correspondent was permitted to re- 
produce the substance of the replies to 
a series of questions regarding the re-, 
sponsibility for the war, its alms and 
objects, from the Austro-Hungarian 
standpoint, and its effect on the internal 
relations of the dual monarchy. 

Russia Blamed for War. 

Respensibility for the war was put 
squarely on Russia, which for years, ac- 
cording to the views expressed, has been 
steadily working toward the destruc- 
tion of the monarchy, using and encour- 
aging Servia as a “stalking horse’ for 
this purpose. The composite views of 
the statesmen are about as follows: 

“The spark which kindled the war 
was, it is true, an incident of the sad- 
dest nature to us, but the incident rep- 
resented merely the consequence of « 
series of deeds and activities aiming ax 
the destruction of Austria-Hungary. 
Americans, who naturally pald little 
attention at an earlier date to the 
events in Central and Eastern Europe, 
saw the curtain go up only at the mo- 
ment when a great Power, Austriu- 
Hungary, was about to call little Servia 
to account. Their firet impression was 
that of the misyse of our greater 
strength. The situation in reality was 
quite different. 

“For years it had been openly 
preached in Servia that the southern 
provinces must be torn from our mon- 
erchy. It has been proven that the 
participation of officials and officers 
in the incitation of murder was not an 
isolated case. 

‘Secret societies, which were conduct- 
ing a propaganda against us and in- 
‘riguing against us within the mon- 
archy, were directed and prompted by 
men in official positions. Servia, there- 
fore, was tacitly involved in a state of 
war against us, which no state in the 
world could have tolerated. 

“Servia, however, would never have 
ventured to act so0 provocatively un- 
less backed by Russia. whose Govern- 
ment used Servia as an outpost in- 
trusted with the duty of annoying, ex- 
hausting and provoking us until a suit- 
able moment arrived to carry out its 
Pan-Slavistic plans. Pan-Slavism had 
been steadily growing in strength for 
50 years. The Russian Government rec- 
ognized the idea as the most suitable 
means for continuing its policy of con- 
quest, whereby the Russian Emperors 
have been centuries enlarging the em- 
pire. 


- “Attorney for Slaw Races.” 
“The clearest definition of the cardinal 


principles of Pan-Slavism is that of the 
famous Russian author Dostoyevsky, 
who said: ‘All Slav streams must empty 
into the Russian sea.’ While within its 
own empire Russia oppresses the Slav 
peoples over whom it rules, it has con- 
stituted itself attorney for the Slav 
races beyond its borders, as a pretext 
for interfering in foreign effairs not 
determined by other states. 
“Ruthenians, Poles, Czechs and Slov- 
enes enjoy in Austria-Hungary all na- 
tional rights, whereas Russia is a pris: 
on for the races not of Russian stock 
Frightful persecution of the Jews are 
constantly recurring under the asseny 
and by the tacit encouragement of the 
authorities. These show to what depths 
Russian culture descends. 

“Russia has long been preparing Rr. 


of mobilization, enabling it to have al- 
most continuously an enormous army 
ready for operations within a few 
weeks. It was Russia which incited 
Servia, and when Servian agitation so- 
cieties went so far as to suborn the 
murderer of the Crown Prince and we 
wished to hold the Servian Govern- 
ment to account, Russia determined to 
prevent this by proposing a conference 
at which Russia should appear as the 
advocate of Servia, so as to reduce our 
measures against Servia to a scale 
which Russia had decided was permis- 
sible. This was equivalent to the plain 
recognition of a condition in which 
Servia would have all the rights against 
us which Russia would authorize, while 
we would have only such rights against 
Servia as Russia should concede to us. 
In other words, we were no longer safe 
in our own house even against murder. 


“Alternative of Suicide or War.” 
“The subversive work against us pro- 


ceeded and increased in vigor, for one 
of the main arguments of the Servian 
propaganda was that we were too weak 
or too helpless to resist. The Russian 
Government knew very well that it was 
necessary for us to take steps against 
Servia unless we wished to commit sui- 
cide, and thus gave us the alternative 
of suicide or war. 

“The war is for us a war of gself- 
defense and existence. For Russia the 
war is of conquést. Russia always pur- 
sues far-reaching plans. She desires 
domination or a protectorate over all the 
Slav peoples, and in addition, since the 
daye of Petér the Great has aimed at 
Constantinople. 

“An old Russian phrase declared that 
the way to Constantinople was ‘By way 
of Vienna;’ lately this has been mod@ified 
to read: ‘By way of Vienna and Berlin. 

“Russia knew that the two central 
Powers would not tolerate the extension 
of Russia re, over Constanti- 
nople, which wotild make her mistress of 
the Balkan peninsula and the Orient. 
Russia, like all other Powers, has a)-

Brooklyn Fighter Forces 
Coast Opponent to Clinch 
and Back Away.

The exhibition between Johnny Sol- 

berg of Brooklyn, N. Y., and Jimmy Fox 
of San Francisco, Cal., at the Future 
City Athletic Club last night, may have 
suited some who like rough, foul box- 
ing, but to those who like clean, scien- 
tific work it was a disappointment. 
_ Fox is a clever boxer who has evi- 
dently seen fis best days and can no 
longer drive much of a punch, or take 
one without showing signs of distress. 
He wilted fast after receiving a hard 
right clip to the jaw in the fourth round 
that put him to the mat, and from that 
time on, with the possible exception of 
a flash in the sixth round, he fell into 
clinches and held on until his chances 
of winning were utterly ruined. He was 
clever enough to shoot over his left to 
the face and cross with his right, but 
after doing so he invariably fell into a 
clinch immediately. The further the 
bout went the more he clinched and the 
longer he hung on. This counted very 
much against him. 

Once, in the fourth round, Fox was so 
slow in breaking away that Solberg 
angrily wrestled nim to the mat. I then 
warned them that unless they showed 
more regard for the rules I would stop 
the bout. 


Both Men Commit Fouls. 


Both Solberg and Fox violated the 


rules by hitting while holding 
and by hitting when made to ‘break 
away from clinches. One was as bad 


as the other. Fox got the worst of it, 
however, as he was not so strong as 
Solberg, nor was he in as good condi- 
tion. 

In the latter rounds of the bout Sol- 
berg was the aggressor, following Fox 
about the ring and paying but little at- 
tention to the punches that the Cali 
fornia boxer Ianded upon his face and 
body. His purpose seemed to be to get 
over a decisive punch. He failed to 
get a knockout, but many of the punches 
he sent in shook Fox from his head t. 
his heels. 

Had Fox been strong enough to use 
his speed, cleverness and footwork to 
best advantage he might have outpoint- 
ed Solberg; but he was unable to keep 
the pace and fell into clinches to protect 
himself, and on these occasions he was 
met with some hard punches to the 
body that slowed him up. 


Had Solsberg been able to hold Fox off 
in the two last rounds and prevent him 
from clinching, it is probable he would 
have score a knockout, as he was 
stronger and his punches were much 
harder. 

As a boxing match. ft was a poor ex- 
hibition.

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Anti-Tuberculosis Suggestions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I was very much interested in an article in to- 
Gay's Post-Dispatch on the subject of tuberculosts, 
its death increase in St. Louis, etc. It may be 
ecnsidered by the medical profession and the St. 
Lcuis Health Commissioner, in particular, as very 
“presumptuous” for a “mere layman” to criticise 
or offer suggestions on the subject. Nevertheless, 
“a blind hog finds an acorn once in awhile,” so I 
will risk a “rebuke” and offer a suggestion that 
may “prevent” somewhat or lessen the danger of 
contracting tuberculosis, viz: Insist on thorough 
eprinkling of the streets. Do not permit any- 
one to sweep a sidewalk at any time unless it is 
sufficiently sprinkled that the dust cannot fly to 
be inhaled by pedestrians; this should include the 
sweeping-of streets. 

‘This is the only large city where such practices 
(sidewalk and street dry sweeping) is tolerated. 
If our learned Health Commissioner would do 
something to stop the nuisance. mentioned he 
might greatly reduce the spread of the disease. 
This was called to his attention several years 
ago by the writer. His answer was that there 
had been an ordinance introduced to cover this 
complaint. I have never heard of it since. The 
practice continues.

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' WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Facts published in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch 
show that Chairman John Schmoll of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, had full knowledge of 
Frederick’s transactions in forged deeds of trust 
with the Night and Day Bank.

Austria has failed to conquer Servia. 

The Allies have failed either to dislodge the 
Gérmans in France and Belgtum, or to gain any- 
thing in the Dardanelles commensurate with 
what the effort so far has cost them. 

The Post-Dispatch’s staff correspondent in Ger- 
many foreshadows in his survey of conditions 
there the failure of England to starve out the 
German people, so to force their Government to 
sue for peace. 

Minor successes scored by all the contestants-— 
but a gigantic general failure to gain anything 
worth a millionth part of the war’s cost.

SIGNIFICANT. 
It is at least of humorous significance that 
each of the embattled governments is loudly 
claiming to be most socially democratic in char- 
acter, hence best entitled to receive the sympathy 
of neutral mankind. How are the mighty fallen, 
when monarchs claim friendship with the com- 
mon man and offer, as their best claim to rule, 
the allegation that they best serve him! O, yes, 
the race goes forward and upward; its advance- 
ment is even visible to the naked eye, viewed 
in long perspective. 
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BERNHARDI’S REPROACH. 

The very notable interview with Gen. Von 
Bernhardi which appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday, contains one passage which few Ameri- 
cans can ignore. Defending and at the same 
time deprecating war, the violation of treaties 
and an all-pervading militarism, he says: 
“Your seizure of Panama was only justifiable 
on the ground that the future interests of the 
American people are higher and greater than 
the abstract principles of international law.”’ 
Mr, Roosevelt did seize Panama, and by so do- 
ing we reduced our treaty with Colombia to a 
scrap of paper, but there has not been a day since 
that time when millions of Americans were not 
in protest, and at this minute there is pending 
at Washington a treaty, the terms of which are 
calculated to right the wrong. 
Gen. von Bernhardi is the author of these sen- 
timents which appear in his book entitled, “‘Ger- 
many and the next war:” | 
“Nothing can compel a state to act contrary to 
its own interests. Considerations may arise 
which are more powerful than the most honor- 
able intentions. 
“The instinct of self-preservation leads in- 
éevitably to war, and the conquest of foreign soil. 
Ix fis not the possessor but the victor who then 
has the right. 
“Since almost every part of the globe is inhab- 
ited, new territory must, as a rule, be obtained 
at the cost of its possessors—that is to say, by 
conquest, which thus becomes a law of neces- 
sity.” 
These are the principles, somewhat modified 
now by Gen. von Bernhardi, that President 
Roosevelt acted upon when he seized Panama. 
These are the principles avowed by Germany 
when it invaded and desolated Belgium. They 
are not,-and never will be, American principles. 

With Gen. von Bernhardi throwing our wanton 
aggression at the isthmus in our faces, how many |

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THE REPUBLICAN PARTY’S CHANCE, 

The School Board convention of the Republi- 
can party committed itself to perpetuate the bi- 
partisan School Board.

Chairman Schmoll has declined publicly, as 
head of the local Republican party, to take any 
action on behalf of the party to perpetuate the 
bipartisan agreement by securing the withdrawal 
of these two candidates.

INTRODUCING KING CHULALONGKORN. 

Tidings otherwise trivial from Siam introduce 
to your favor King Chulalongkofn, a modest po- 
tentate who rarely emerges from the background 
of obscurity to obtrude himself upon the world’s 
attention. In fact, he is not even in ‘“Who’s 
Who.” 

I'rom his long invisibility in the dim and shad- 
owy perspective King Chulalongkorn now ap- 
pears only incidentally as the employer of a pri- 
vate court physician who gives out an interview: 
concerning not the monarch himself or his health 
(which we trust. is good), but certain of his sub- 
jects. Having been thus thrust forward through 
no fault of his own, King Chulalongkorn lapses 
once more into that oblivion which ts the safest 
refuge of Kings,: leaving us nothing to marvel at 
but his modesty, which makes the shrinking vio- 
let seem bold by contrast, and his name, which 
somehow suggests a Texas steer—a longhorned 
maverick with the timid elusiveness of a fawn. 
Yet, withal and howsomever, we would rather 
be this coy and inconsequential habitant of a 
dark hole in Nowhere, who doesn’t have to lie 
awake nights, than to be George, Wilhelm, 
Franz-Josef, or Nick in the fierce light that is 
beating on their important thrones. 


‘SWAT THE RECKLESS JITNEY. 

Jitney cars are multiplying like flies here in St. 
Louis, and there is need of prompt action at 
city hall to weed out reckless and incompetent 
drivers. They are rapidly becoming here the 
menace to life and limb which they have been 
during the first unregulated period of their oper- 
ation in all of the cities where they abound. Pri- 
vate owners of motor cars drive in dread across 
downtown crossings, so many jitneys whirl past, 
and so swiftly. Pedestrians at these crossings 
and at many others on main east and west high- 
ways find their hazards much increased. Crossing 
policemen have not yet risen to the occasion. They 
are far too tolerant of the jitneys’ repeated vio- 
lations of safety rules. 

Requirement of individual car indemnity bonds 
beyond the reach of a poor jitney car owner is un- 
fair and undemocratic. Yet the city may well 
require the jitney owners to give a collective bond 
ample to cover possible judgments for personal 
or property damage. 

Assuredly, the city will find it necessary, and 
very soon, to control the routing of the cars, so 
as to prevent dangerous traffic congestion on any 
street. Jitney drivers should be rigidly tested to 
prove their fitness to drive. Strength, alertness 
and mechanical expertness are essentials. Safety- 
first rules for downtown crossings should be tight- 
ened up to meet the jitney emergency and sharply 
enforced under heavy penalties. * 

Otherwise the unregulated onrush of hundreds 
of jitneys during the first warm weeks will pretty 
certainly result here, as it did in other cities, in 
many casualties. |

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The Semi-Centenary of 
Lincoln’s Death 


The Speech That Startled the Nation. 


HE Illinois Republican State con- 
vention met at Springfield, June 
16, 1858. The delegates and alter- 
nates numbered about 1000. Men were 
present from every Northern state and 
from several Southern states. The eyes 
of the nation were turned in the di- 
rection of the little city. 

It was understood by all that Lin- 
coln would be the orator of the occa- 
sion, 
convention would be a great political 
event. He realized this fact, and pre- 
pared his speech so that there could be 
no misunderstanding of his views upon 
the great issue then before the céuntry 
—slavery. 

On the 16th of June the convention 
unanimously adopted the following res- 
olution: 

“That Abraham Lincoln is our first 
and only choice for United States Sen- 
ator, to fill the vacancy about to be cre- 
ated by the expiration of Mr. Douglas’ 
term of office.’’ 

While Lincoln had taken neither ad- 
vice nor counsel in the preparation of 
his speech, he deemed it wise to pre- 
pare some of his nearer friends for what 
it was to be. He read it first to Hern- 
don, his partner, and an Abolitionist, 
and Herndon said: 

“It is true; but is it entirely politic 
to speak it or read it as it is written?’ 

The question referred particularly to 
the “‘keynote”’ of the speech, which was 
as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: If we 
could first know where we are and 
whither we are tending, we could then 
better judge what to do and how to do 
it. We are now far on into the fifth 
year since a policy was initiated with 
the avowed object and confident prom- 
ise of putting an end to slavery agita- 
tion. Under ‘the operation of that pol- 
icy, that agitation has not only not 
ceased, but has continually augmented. 
In my opinion it will not cease until a 
crisis shall. have been reached and 
passed. ‘A house divided against itself 
cannot stand.’ I believe this Govern- 
ment cannot endure, permanently, half

To Herndon’s objection Lincoln 
plied: 

‘That makes no difference. That ex- 
pression is a truth of all human ex- 
perience. ‘A house divided against it- 
self cannot stand,’ and ‘he that runs 
may read.’ The proposition is indis- 
putably true, and has been true for 
more than 6000 years; and I will deliver 
it as it is written. I want to use some 
untversally known figure, expressed in 
simple language as universally known, 
that may strike home to the minds of 
men in order to rouse them to the peril 
of the times. I would rather be defeat- 
ed with this expression in the speech, 
and it held up and discussed before the 
people, than to be victorious without 
it.’’ 

Lincoln afterward gathered a dozen 
leading men in the library room of the 
State house, not to ask their guidance, 
tut to assure them of his purpose by 
reading; his speech to them. They 
listened, and every man present except 
Herndon, who had caught Lincoln’s 
spirit, condemned the bold utterance 
and declared that its delivery would 


re- 


the Republican party. 
Lincoln heard them all respectfully, 


and then said to them: 
“Friends, I have thought about this 


matter a great deal; have surveyed 
the question well from all corners, ani 
am thoroughly convinced the time has 
come when it should be uttered, and if 
it must be that I go down because of 
this speech, then let me go down linked 
to truth—die in the advocacy of what ‘s 
‘r'ght and just. This nation cannot live 
on injustice. ‘A house divided against 
itself cannot stand;’ I say again and 
again.”’ 

The speech was delivered without 
modification the next day, June 17, and 
i. startled the nation. No such daring 
words, no such unequivocal statemet 
of the great problem had yet been ut- 
tered by any man of political promi- 
nence and power. 

It is related that, a day or two 
after the delivery of the speech, a 
Dr. Long, representing many others, 
came into Lincoln's law office to free 
his mind. He said: 

“Well, Lincoln, that foolish speech 
of yours will kill you—will defeat 
you in this contest, and probably for 
all offices for all time to come. I am 
sorry, sorry, very sorry. I wish it 
was wiped out of existence. Don’t 
you wish it now?’ 

Lincoln dropped the pen he had been 
writing with and turned his sad, earn 
est, half-contemptuous smile upon th? 
mourner: “Well, doctor, if I had to 
draw my pen across and erase my 
whole life from existence, and I had 
one poor gift or chotce left as to what 
i should save from the wreck, I should 
choose that speech, and leave it to the 
world unerased.’’
